THE COLONY’S CHRISTMAS MAIL POSTINGS THIS. 
YEAR HAVE ALREADY SMASHED EXISTING’ RECORDS, | 
IT WAS OFFICIALLY DISCLOSED BY THE POSTMASTER 
GENERAL THIS MORNING. 

During a ten-day period ended yesterday, nearly three 
million items had been cleared from posting boxes or handed 
in over post office counters. .This surpasses the record set 
up last year when in 10 days from December 14 to the 23rd, 


over 2,400,000 items were posted in the Colony. 
The major portion of this year’s postings was made 


tween the 18th 


and the 22nd and presented the Post Office with one of the most difficult 
problems it has so far had to face, esvecially when it is remembered that 
each item has to be handled twice before it is despatched or delivered. 


Mr L. C. Saville, the Post- 
master General snfd this still 
further growth of Christmas 
traMic has shown there is no 
falling off in the desire of the 
peopic of Hongkong to send 
messages of peace and goodwill 
to all their relatives and friends 
boih hore and cversctas, 

The magnitude of traffic which 
has ted to be handled ench day 
ean be judged from the figures 
quoted but even more so when 
it is realfsed that these do not 
include the inward letter and 
parcel mails which arrive dally 
by alr, sea and rall from other 
countries. The work of handling 
this mail has been carried out 
cheerfully and eMiciently by the 
staff despite the very long hours 
they have had to work. Staff 
from all sections has been con- 
centrated in the sorting offices 
and all have rolled up their 
sleeves and really ‘got down to 
the work of ensuring that the 
millions of messages of Christ- 
mas greetings have been 
despatched and delivered. 

In the four days from Mon- 
day the 19th and Thursday tac 
22nd of December, some 1,720,- 
000 items were posted in Hong~ 
kong and there is no doubt that 
today over 400,000 items will be 
received in col'ections from 
posting boxes, The latest time 
of posting by which the Post 
Office will guarantee delivery 
by Christmas Day, is 8 a.m. on 
Soturday, December 24. Ail
